DUNRAVEN SPEAKSHOPEFULLY

King Edward, Public Men and
Conference Report Are All
in Harmony on the
Question,

e

London, Feb. 3.—~The Earl of Dun-
raven in an interview regarding the re-
port of the Irish Landlord and Tenant
confersnes In Dublin of which he was
chairman, spoke hopefully regarding
the prospects of leglslation which he
thought would end the differences in
Ireland.  Lord Dunrayen sald:

“The utterances of King Edward and
of British oublic men, the temper of
Ireland, the reception of the confer-
ence’s report by the public and the ac-
uon of the government gince the pub-
lication of the report are all favorable
Indications pointing to the success of
the government’s Irish Land bill, which
if It contains a jusi and generous offer,
Wil make good the first Impression. on
which alt depends, The bill, if drawn
on the lines of the (erms of the report,
will insure o final settlement and re.
move the cause of frictlon in Ireland,
which is acting unfavorably, not only
in Great Britaln, but throughout the
empire and on our kindred in the Unit-
ed States,”

Lord Dunraven replied to the adverse
eriticism of the report, saying that the
conference could not lay down u spe-
ciflc formuls to be adopted. They
were obliged to deal with the matter on
the “ntsresis 50tha natlon and those of
the Individual landlords and tenants
He did not think (kat the government
would be nble to specify a striet formu-
la which, If attempted, would confuse
the issue, The minor details of any
plan based on voluntarism must be left
to the purchasers and sellers. The
conference only sought to formulate the
conditions under which it would bde pos-
sibie to complete the {ransfer of the
land within n reasonable period.

They were attacked
in thelr home just cutside the city lim-
Its and robbed, after Kate Sulllvan had
been brutally mardered, Jobhanna Sul-
livan escaped and crawled a mile for
assistance, bleeding profusely with ev-
